|, Officials of the musicians’ union, 
headed by James C. Petrillo, the presi- 
dent, signed a new two year contract 
| with the Chicago Theater Managers’ 
association, owners of legitimate the- 
aters, at 1 o’clock this morning after 
long and heated conference. 
The regular musicians in the legiti- 
mate theaters were granted an in- 
crease in pay from $77.08 per week to 
$90, for which they must play during 
nine performances a week. The rate 
of extra musicians’ pay was raised 
from $85.09 to $99. Regular musicians 
in the burlesque houses were granted 
an increase from $82.44 to $87.44. 
Three hundred musicians are affect-

MAN AND BEAST SHARE FEW 
DISEASES. 


AN does not swap diseases with 
M the lower animals. That is the 
rule, but there is a considerable 
number of exceptions. So far as 

our information goes, man is kindes to 
the lower animals than they are to him. 
They pass on a few diseases to man, but 
man passes very few to them. 
The list of diseases which Dr. Theo- 
bold Smith gives as being shared by 
man and the domestic animals are the 
following: Glanders, plague, Malta fe- 
ver (probably what we call undulant 


of jaundice called Weil's disease, an- 
‘thrax, rabies, paratyphoid fever, and 
some similar fevers and food poisonings, 
Rocky mountain spotted fever, septic 
sore throat, some of the tapeworms and 
tuberculosis. This sounds like a pretty 
formidable list of exceptions—almost 
enough to change the rule. 

And yet, since Dr. Smith has spent the 
greater part of his professional life 
working in some phase of this very sub- 
ject, his list must be accepted. To this 
list he adds another disease, of which I 
had never heard. He does not give this 
last a name (unless it be called Whit- 
more’s disease), but he says it is wide- 
spread in India and that part of the 
world. His phraseology is: ‘‘It may be 
destined to play an important p in 
the world’s history.” This d ption 
searcely fits any epidemics of the last 
half century. 
it is due to a bacillus that has some of 


glanders bacillus and the cholera bacil- 
lus. It may be the great trunk bacillus, 
of which the typhoid bacillus is a 
branch. 
I do not know just why Dr. Smith 
considers this new disease so threaten- 
ing to the world, but if he is right, and 
no man can prove he is not, then we 
had better be thinking out. plans to 
control rats.

WILSON 
SELF-RULE IDEA 
ONLY A SLOGAN 
Interparliamentary Union 
Closes Sessions. — 


BERLIN, Aug. 28.—(/)—The charge 
that self-determination of nations is 
@ mere political slogan that does not 
exist in fact was made at the clos- 
ing session of the conference of the 
interparliamentary union here today 
by Prof. Walter Schueking of Ger- 
many, chairman of the congress and 
a noted authority on international 
law. 

He urged a return to the principle 
of self<determination enunciated by 
President Wilson in his famous four- 
teen points. 

“Unless we are willing to solve 
this most difficult problem in an ad- 
Yanced way, with due regard to the 
vital necessities of peoples, all the 
Kellogg pacts will not suffice to safe- 
guard peace,” he said. 

Relations Between States. 

Senator Henri La Fontaine of Bel- 
gium, chairman of the union’s judicial 
commission, presented the commis- 
sion’s resolution, which says among 
G6ther things that the relations be- 
tween states must be governed by 
the same principles as the relations 
between individuals, that every peo- 
ple has the unqualified right of self- 
determination, that every dispute be- 
tween states which cannot be settled 
@micably, must be settled by judicia] 
means. The resolution also said that 
the independence of states is in- 
violable and that territorial modifica- 
tions may only take place in con- 
formity with international law and 
on the basis of the freely expressed 
will of the nations concerned. The 
resolution was adopted. 

The Belgian senator deplored the 
fact “that new states which former- 
ly espoused self-determination now do 
not recognize this right for the minor- 
ities within their boundaries.” 

De Valera Is Applauded. 
“Among the speakers of 22 nations 
who -participated in the discussion 
was Eamonn de Valera of the Irish 
Free State, who was received with 
long applause. He warned against 
recognition of the status quo in exist- 
ing territorial arrangements.
